market for more than 540,000,000 worth 
of Spanish goods yearly, according to a 
statement of Mr. Roberts, the British 
consul at Barcelona, just received by the 
treasury bureau of statistics. 
About 


three-fourths of this amount was in 
jnanufactured goods, and considerably 
more than one-half went to- Cuba alone. 
The exports of Spain to Cuba in 1896 
amounted to $26,812,134; to Porto Rico, 
$7,530,135, and to the Philippines, $7,- 
700,000, 
making a total of $41,242,269. 


Of the exports to Cuba, $16,550,019 worth 
were manufactured goods, $10,170,111 
provisions, and $191,805 raw materials. 
Of the exports to Porto Rico, $5,821,600 
worth were manufactured goods, $1,- 
630,100 provisions, and $30,244. raw ma- 
terials. 
To t{ie Philippines, $6,850,176 


worth were manufactured goods, $814,- 
111 provisions, and $7261 raw materials. 


To this expenditure by the three col- 


onies, Mr. Roberts adds $4,000,000 for 
money paid to the Spanish steamship 
companies for carrying trade to and 
from the colonies. 
The imports into 


Spain from 
the 
colonies, 
he says, 


amounted, in 1S96, to 260,877 tons from 
Cuba, 26,071 tons from Porto Rico, and 
40,985 tons from the Philippines, and 
computes that the amount paid in 
freight amounted in commerce with 
Cuba to 51,505,260; Porto Rico, $156,426, 
and the Philippines, $450,835, or a total 
of $2,172,523, and says: 
"If to this be 


added the value of passage money, to 
and from the colonies, putting it at the 
low average of $50 a head, it shows a 
further $2,600,000 per aijnum, giving a 
total of $4,600,000 per annum paid in 
freight and passage money to the steam- 
ship companies for the carrying trada 
to and from the colonies." 


Mr. Roberts expresses the opinion that 


Spanish manufacturers and dealers are 
not going to give up these markets with- 
out a struggle. 
He also Intimates that 


concerns of other nationalities have in 
the past participated in the so-called 
Spanish trade with these islands by es- 
tablishing themselves in Spain. 
"In 


the year 1892." he says, "tne -Spanish 
customs tariff on manufactured goods 
was very considerably increased, with.

"There is much interest in, Europ'e 


growing over our conduct of affairs in 
the Philippines. The general impression 
is that the United States should lose 
no time in restoring order there; that 
it is folly to procrastinate or temporize. 
Most men in public life regard our pos- 
session of the islands favorably. 
The 


fact that we have been unable to se- 
cure the release of the Spanish pris- 
oners held by the Filipinos has,, how- 
ever, created a very bad impression. 
They think that since we have put 
Spain out we should find some way to 
redeem our pledges. This is a matter 
much commented on in Surope. 


In Rome the belief prevails that the

fever, S9 of small pox, 47 of disentery, 
28 of pneumonia, 19 of malarial fever, 
14 of meningitis, and the others from 
various diseases. 


Of the 14 civilians, seven 
died of 


small pox and three of gunshot wounds 
in action.

FMHCE AND UHERICL *'s NOTATION AT STAKE. 


Consul Bruwaert Discusses the 


New Reciprocity Treaty. 


BARGAIN IS IN 
CITE FAVOE. 


United State* Placed on the Some 


Footing With England, Germany, 
Belgium and AnBtria—New Trade 
Era I» Bejfuu —Why Detail* of 
Agreement Are Kept Secret. 
Much interest was manifested the 


other day in New,York in the conclu- 
sion of the reciprocity treaty between 
the United States and France, under 
which American exports to U'rance will 
be admitted on the same terms with 
exports from England, Germany and 
other European countries which have 
had the benefit of the French mini- 
mum tariff. 


Neither Collector Bldwell nor Ap- 


praiser Wakemen had learned from 
Washington the details of the treaty, 
and neither would venture an opinion 
as to its effect, says the New York 
Herald. Francois Edmond Bruwaert, 
the French consul general to the Unit- 
ed States, while not informed as to the 
extent of the American concessions, 
explained the general scope of the 
treaty. 


"I regard it as an excellent thing for 


the United States," he said. "America 
was the only country which did not 
have the benefit of our minimum tariff. 
As manufacturers abroad are satisfied 
with a profit of 5 per cent, the differ- 
ence between the maximum and mini- 
mum rates was sufficient to Keep the 
United States out of the French mar- 
ket. 


"France's annual importation of 


manufactured articles Is about $280,-- 
000,000, and the United States will get 
a good share of this. America under- 
sells England in cotton goods in China, 
and there is no reason why it mnnot 
do the same in France. It will Ve the 
same with other articles. 


"England, Belgium, Germany anjl 


Austria now supply France with her 
Imported manufactured articles. The 
leading imports are raw cotton, wheat, 
tobacco, mineral oil, copper and lead. 
America 
sends agricultural imple- 


ments, sewing machines, electrical ap- 
pliances and pumps. 


"There are 642 articles on the du- 


tiable list of the French tariff, and the 
treaty gives the United States the 
minimum rate on all except 12. Ger- 
many, England and the other countries 
which have treaties with France do 
not enjoy the minimum rate on these 
12 exceptions, which are chiefly agri- 
cultural products. The average differ- 
ence between £he French maximum 
and minimum rate is 33 per cent, so 
that imports from the United Staies 
will pay one-third less duty when the 
treaty goes into effect. 


"There are 463 dutiable items in the 


tariff law of the United States, and in 
return for her concessions France will 
obtain a lower rate on less than 100 of 
them, the average reduction being only 
10 per cent. . .While • this seems one 
sided, it is not so much so as it ap- 
pears, because American goods have 
been sent into France as English goods 
under the minimum tariff. 


"I do not think the treaty can go into 


effect before next February. It must 
be ratified both here and in France 
and signed by President Loubet and 
President McKiuley. Then copies of 
the treaty must be exchanged. 


"This treaty marks a new era for the 


United States. There will eventually 
be opposition to American imports in 
foreign countries, and it will be wise 
for the United States to make trade 
treaties before that opposition becomes 
too strong. Mr. Kasson, who negotiat- 
ed the treaty for the United States, 
has lived much abroad, and I think be 
takes a broad view of the situation, 
foreseeing what must happen in the 
future. 


"France has given all she can give, 


because, with her $7,000,000,000 of na- 
tional debt, she cannot reduce her tar- 
iff any further. 
We did not get what 


we asked, by any means, but we ob- 
tained all the United States was will- 
ing to give. We realized that the 
treaty must be such that congress 
would approve it, and France deferred 
lo President McKinley's wishes on 
that account" 


M. Bruwaert said that the United 


States had a great commercial future 
ind expressed admiration at the ease 
with which Secretary Gage borrowed 
ill the money-needed for the war with 
Spain. 


Secrecy is maintained in regard to 


the classes of ^joods upon which the 
American tariff will be lowered. This 
'.s done In order to avoid the opposition 
)f interests which might object to for- 
eign competition in the home market. 
The details will probably not be made 
cnown before congress meets.

In May last a letter from' Private i 


Smith of Company K, Third artillery, I 
was widely published by newspapers! 
opposed to Philippine annexation, be-j 
cause he told of the alleged slaughter 
of 15 prisoners who bad been sent to 
dig graves for men who fell in battle.! 
He said that when the grave digging! 
was completed members of a Tennes-' 
see regiment shot the prisoners and 
tumbled them into the graves. 
He 


has written the following retraction 
to The Gazette of Terre Haute, Ind.,! 
which first published the letter: 
| 


"I wish to stats for your information' 


and the general yublic, also for the in-' 
formation of my friends, that I have 
since learned that all concerning the 
Tennessee boys burying the prisoners 
was what" we boys in the army call a 
'pipe' story. There is no truth wbat-' 
ever in the report, to my knowledge,! 
and I kindly ask you, for the benefit of 
all concerned • and in behalf of the • 
grand Eighth army corps, to publish! 
this statement In your paper. I was' 
only on tho Philippine advance about! 
three days at the time I wrote that 
letter to my parents. I knew nothing 
whatever about what any regiments 
were doing, only from what T said be- 
fore, what we call 'pipe' stories, and 
there is no credit to be given them.

"I am very sorry I put enough confl-' 


flence in any such report to write it to 
my parents, but I knew no better at 
the time.

In this menu the jatmeal course comes 


last, as many people find it more agree- 
ablo then. If one is to be away for the 
day, having only a light tlunch at mid- 
day, a more hearty meal seems to be re- 
quired for breakfast than when the 
dinner comes at noon. Such people find 
it \n.-.er to begin the breakfast with the 
heartier clishes, reserving the oatmeal 
till the last, for if eaten first it seems to 
take away the appetite for anything 
further for the time being, but does not 
satisfy the person but a short time, and 
therefore one becomes hungry before the 
next meal-t'.rne comes around. 


CREAM OF TOMATO SOUP. 


Stew one quart of canned tomatoes. 


While these are cooking have three pints 
of milk heating in a double-b»iler. When 
the milk is boiling hot stir in one table- 
spoonful of flour which has been ru'bbed 
smooth in a little cold milk. Cook ten 
minutes and add a good-sized piece of 
butter, and pepper and salt to taste. 
The tpmatoes should now be ready to 
strain into the thickened milk, but first 
before straining stir in a quarter of a 
teaspoonful of saleratue to remove the 
acidity of the tomatoes. Serve at once. 


BOILED SPINACH. 


As spinach shrinks very much in cook- 


Ing be sure to buy plenty. A peck is not 
too much for a family of seven. Wash' 
in. several •« aters, as it Is usually very i 
sandy. • Put it into boiling salted water. 
Unless a good deal of water is used, tha 
spinach will be bitter. Boil half an hour. 
Drain thoroughly, pressing it with a 
plate. Chop, and add butter and more 
salt if needed. Serve vinegar with it. 


TAPIOCA CREAM. 


Three tablespoonfuls of pearl tapioca 


soaked over night In cold water enough to 
cover it. In the morning add the tapioca 
to one qua.Pt of milk. Heat boiling hot, 
and stir in the well-beaten yolks of three 
eggs and two-thirds cup of sugar, and 
stir until it begins to thicken. Pour into 
pudding dish and frost with the whites 
of'three eggs and thre'e tablespoonfuls 
sugar. Brown lightly in th5 oven. Fla- 
vor the cream and frosting with lemon 
or vanila.'as preferred. 


WALNUT SANDWICHES. 


These are best made of graham bread. 


Slice the bread" (either white or grab am) 
very thin, and trim off the crusts. Spread 
with the following mixture. Chop very 
fine one-half .pound of English .walnut 
meats and add enough mayonnaise 
dressing to make a paste. Olives may 
be served with them. 


SPONGE DROPS. 


Beat together three eggs and one and 


one-half cups sugar. Add half a cup of 
cold water, when they are light; and 
two cups of flour, in which sift one tea- 
spoonful of cream of tartar and one- 
half teaspoonful of saleratus. Flavor 
with lemon. Drop .in teaspoonf uls into 
buttered muffin-cups and bake in a 
Quick oven.

String one quart of the beans and cut 


them diagonally iato half-inch lengths. 
Wash and drain. Melt one large table 
spoonful of 'butter in a saucepan, add 
one-half of a teaspoonful salt and one- 
quarter of a teaspoonful of white pep- 
per, and the drained beans. 
Cover 


closely arid shajce over the hot fire for 
five minutes. Add about four tablespoon- 
fuls of hot water'and draw a little to one 
side, where they will not cook quite so 
fast. As the water evaporates add more, 
but never more than a few spoonfuls at 
a time. If the beans are young they will 
be tender in twenty minutes; if older 
they may require as much as forty five 
minutes. Cooked in this way they are 
very tender and delicate. By way of 
variety a grating of nutmeg or a half 
teaspoonful of onion juice may be added 
to the butter at the beginning. 


VEGETABLE SOUP. 
'" 


Prepare and chop fine sufficient carrot, 


turnip and celery to measure one-half 
of a cupful each; one scant pint of finely 
diced potato, and one onion thinly sliced. 
Put the potato aside, mix the other vege- 
tables and brown slowly in four table- 
spoonfuls o£ clarified dripping. Add the 
potatoes and cook a few moments lon- 
ger, then add one quart of boiling water, 
cover closely and simmer for one hour 
and a half, stirring occasionally to thor- 
oughly mix and break up the vegetables. 
Season well with salt and pepper, add 
one tablesp'oonful of finely chopped 
parsley and serve.

WHITE SAUCE.' 


One pint milk (or half white stock or 


cream), two tablespoonfuls or butter, 
two level tablespoonfuls cornstavch, one- 
half teaspoonful salt, t»ne-half saltspoon- 
tul pepper. Heat the milk over hot water. 
Put the butter in a granite saucepan, and 
stir till it melts and bubbles, but be care- 
ful not to brown it; add the dry corn- 
starch, and stir quickly till w<»ll mixed. 
Pour on one-third of the milk, let it 
boil, and stir well as it thickens, tipping 
the saucepan slightly to keep the sauce 
from sticking. Add another third of thq 
milk, let it boil up and thicken, and 
stir vigorously until perfectly smooth- 
be sure that all the lumps are rubbed; 
out while it is in this thick state; then. 
add the remainder of the milkriet it boil, 
and when smooth add the salt and pepper, 
using mo; c if high seasoning is desired. 
Vary the seasoning by using onion juice, 
hard-boiled eggs, minced parsley, diced 
lobster, or oysters, when serving it with 
fish; celery salt or cooked celery, lemon, 
juice, mushrooms, or curry powder for 
boiled fowl, veal, or sweetbreads, and 
capers for boiled mutton. White sauce 
Is not suitable for dark meats. 


BREAD AND BUTTER PUDDING. 
Three slices of bread cut rather thin' 


and buttered, cut off. the crusts and! 
spread with preserves (raspberry or 
stiawberry preferred), now divide each 
slice into four or six pieces, and put 
them into a pudding d,sh that will hold 
about three pints; while doing this put 
on the stove a pint of milk; when it gets 
scalding hot pour over the bread enough, 
to soak it through; beat three eggs well, 
add three tablespoonfuls sugar and one- 
half pint of cold milk, and if there should 
be any hot rnilk left from soaking tha 
bread add tnat also; set the ^ustard on 
the stove to get it scalding hot, then fla- 
vor with lemon extract, and pour over 
the bread; as the bread floats press it 
down with a spoon for two or three min- 
utes so that the custard can penetrate 
the broad; grate nutmeg on top and bake 
in a. moderate oven about twenty min- 
ute>». 


JELLIED SALAD IN TOMATO CASES. 


Pare and grate some cucumbers, and 


drain off about half of the clear liquid. 
To the remaining'liquid andi pulp take, 
for each cupful, one-half of a ta-blespoon- 
ful of granulated g-elatine and soak it in 
a few tablespoonfuls of water; when sofit 
set over hot water until melted. Add 
this to the prepared cucumber, together 
with salt and pepper to taste, and one 
tablespoonful of lemon juice. Allow one 
good-sized tomato for each person.cut off 
the stem end and scoop out the pulp andr 
turn upside down to drain. Fill with the 
cucumber mixture (to which some finely 
cut meat may be aclded if desired), and 
stand on ice until the mixture jellies. 
Serve in le-tiuce cups, decorating the top 
of each tomato with a spoonful of may- 
onnaise, and serving with a snaali dish 
of the dressing.

KIDNEY STEW. 


Carefully wash the kidneys and boil 


them until quite tender; then set aside 
to cool, and when quite cold, cut into 
tiny squares, removing all the fat; place; 
in a stew-pan with a ^.Mespoonful of 
butter, a little salt, a dash of pepper, a 
large cupful of Riilk, and allow them 
to simmer gently for half an hour; then, 
thicken with a tablespoonful of flour weti 
with a little cold milk; serve on a plattep 
with small squares of dry toast. 


BEANS AND POTATOES. 


String, •« ash and cut fine one quart of

SPANISH OMELET,. 


Chop fine one-quarter of a pound of 


bacon, three peeled tomatoes, or one 
cupful of the .canned, and one medium 
sized onion. Add one-third of a tea- 
spoonful of paprika or black pepper, and 
cook slowly together for 20 minutes. 
Make an omelet with five or six eggs, put 
a few spoonfuls of the mixture in the 
center, roll, turn out on a hot platter and 
pour the remainder arqujad it. Garnish 
With parsley.

The church nefed not and ought not

Wretched Neglect Discovered in City.

"FANATICS AND FOOLS" 


Have Contributed Towards 


Race Troubles in South, 


Atlanta, July 29.—Governor Candler, 


since the Bainbridge lynchings, has been 
asked by newspapers in various parts of 
the country to give his opinions on the 
race question in the south, and in reply 
to one of them the governor has freely 
expressed his views as to the cause of 
the conflicts and the remedy therefor. 
The governor believes the present-day 
cause of the uprisings is the intermed- 
dling with the relations of the whites 
and blacks in the south by "fools and 
fanatics," who know nothing about the 
situation, but think the whole trouble 
dates from the day of emancipation. 
Governor Candler believes a restricted 
suffrage will remedy the evil; that the 
ballot be given only to the intelligent 
negro. The governor, in his 
paper, 


»ays: 


ALLEK D. CANDLES. 


"Before the ballot was thrust into the 


hands of the negro, unprepared for it and 
utterly ignorant of its sanctity and of 
the responsibilities of citizenship, he was 
contented to occupy that subordinate 
place in society to which his nature and 
his condition assured him. 


"But after his emancipation came his 


enfranchisement, and with his enfran- 
chisement came a hordte of carpet-bag- 
gers, penniless adventurers, without 
principles 
or patriotism, who take 


charge of him when his. former master 
and protector was decitizenized by the • 
reconstruction laws. 


"These carpet-baggers, calling them- 


selves Republicans, but really 
only a 


band of marauders, held together by the 
cohesive 
power 
of public 
plunder, 


swarmed all over the south like the lo- 
custs in Egypt of old, and falsely taught 
the negroes that the southern, white men 
were their worst enemies, and that it was 
their duty and their interest to vote 
against them aad their party, and op- 
pose everything they were "in favor of 
and favor everything they were opposed 
to—in a word to hate them. 


"They taught them that freedom meant 


immunity from toil, that liberty meant 
license, and that they wer« the 'wards of 
the nation' and would tie protected 
whether th'ay were right or wrong. 


"These evil teachings ha-d but little 


permanent effect 
upon the grown up 


negroes' but upon the children the effect 
has been most baneful. These were the 
prime causes of the alienation of the 
negroes. 


"A more immediate cause "is the per- 


petual intermeddling with the relations 
of the races in the south by fanatics and 
fools, who know nothing about the sit- 
uation. 
They call town meeting and 


discuss the Imaginary wrongs of the 
southern, negro, which do not exist, and 
denounce southern 
white people for 


crimes they have' not committed'; they 
publish in the newspapers grossly ex- 
aggerated accounts of such crimes as 
are committed against the negro in the 
south, and omit any notice of the crime 
against the white woman which pro- 
voked the retaliation; they write in- 
cendiary letters to turbulent negroes all 
over the south, advising them to arm 
themselves with Winchester rifles, and 
for every guilty rapist who pays the 
penalty of his crime, to shoot down the 
first white men they meet. 


"Thousands of such letters have been 


•written to Georgia in the last three 
months. 
By such methods they call 


Into existence the rery state of things 
they pretend to deplore." 


Governor Candler continues: 
"Afew 


abandoned, reckless, criminal negroes 
are responsible for all the rapes and 
lynchings that have occurred. 


"Another and a continually present 


cause, which contributes to race friction 
is corrupt politics. In many places the 
negro vote, while not a majority, is a 
balance of power. 
Hence, unscrupu- 


lous men of all parties contend for this 
vote, and hug the negro around the polls 
end drink with .him. 
He is forgotten 


after election, and, like a spoiled child, 
becomes resentful and vindictive. This 
brings clashes^vith the whites." 


In speaking of the remedy, Governor 


Candler says: "Illiteracy has decreased 
among the negroes of Georgia, from 85 
percent in 1870, 40 40 percent ih 1890, 
and yet crime among th?m has in- 
creased in about the same proportion 
that illiteracy has decreased. 


"There is, however, another sort of 


education which can in time greatly re- 
lieve the situation. 
This Is moral edu- 


cation. 
We need a remedy immediate 


In its effects, and this remedy can only 
oe 
found 
in 
a 
qualified suf- 


frage. 
The 
ballot 
must 
only 


be intrusted to the virtuous and in- 
telligent negroes. 
Then race prejudice, 


at least in politics, will be eliminated, 
and the happiness and the material and 
moral condition of the southern negrci 
will be greatly enhanced.

Their Value as Campaigns oi 


Education. 


EUW TAQALOGS WEBB DECEIVED, 


Systematic 
Misrepresentation ' ol 


American Purposes aad Character. 
Insurrectionists E=oonra«ed by ta« 
Iletreat of the United states Troops. 
Lesions T»u«ht l»y Experience. 
The Manila correspondent of the 


New York Post, writing under data of 
May 25 about General Lawton's raids, 
says: 


Apparently the campaigning for the 


season Is over, and preparations aro 
being made to establish the garrisons 
thst are to be kept during the rainy 
season and to send the volunteers 
home. General Lawton's column has 
returned to town, and be has resumed 
command of tho First division, holding 
the lines south of the city, with head- 
quarters in Manila, and MacArthur re- 
mains at San Fernando in command of 
the Second division. 


I see that the question has been 


widely asked, "What did General Law- 
ton accomplish by his expedition 
across Laguna de Bay to Santa Oruz?" 
And the same query might well be 
made as to hia first raid through the 
country to the north. 
He swept 


through the country by one route, 60 
miles from the railroad, and returned 
by another, capturing half a dozen 
fairly large towns, Including San Isl- 
dro, the capital of the Insurrectionary 
government after the fall of Malolos; 
yet, beyond demonstrating that we 
could send a column wherever we 
chose and the Filipino army was 
powerless to resist, there seems to be 
little permanent gain, except that we 
hold the towns of Balinag and Can- 
daba and command the Minuyan val- 
ley, 
hitherto hi the hands of the 


enemy, and Rio Grande de Pampanga 
as far as Candaba, to which point of 
the river gunboats ascend the stream. 
San Isidro is again occupied by the in; 
surrectos, also San Miguel, and those 
cities and the surrounding country are 
well able to shelter them and supply 
them with food, as before. It was a 
campaign of education, not of the lead- 
ers of the revolution, for they were al- 
ready well aware of their inability to 
oppose, but of the masses, who have 
been outrageously deceived by the de- 
signing men at the head of tbis move- 
ment. 


The participation of the great body 


of Tagalogs in the insurrection iq 
founded upon a mistaken idea of the 
Americans and their acts and inten- 
tions and deliberate misrepresentation 
of the causes of the war and its prog- 
ress. The masses of the people speak 
only the Tagalog or some other ver- 
nacular and are so ignorant that many 
of them do not know the name of the 
adjoining province. They have had 
no source of information, except the 
more intelligent and better educated 
men at tho head of the revolution and 
the newspapers published in their in- 
terests in the Tagalog tongue, such as 
La lEcJppnndeneia and La Heraldo de 
Revolucion, and these have from the 
first pursued a course of deliberate de- 
ception. They have said that the 
Americans have invaded the country 
to impose taxes upon them more bur- 
densome than those thoy paid to Spain, 
something, by the way, which the revo- 
lutionary government has 
actually 


been doing, and that we killed the old 
people and children. They have fur- 
ther assured them that they have beat- 
en us in every contest and killed 
thousands of us, and it would only be 
a short time before we would be driven 
away or all killed. With no knowledge 
of the actual facts and no comprehen- 
sion whatever of the power and re- 
sources of our government, the deluded 
people were easily deceived. When 
Lawton took Santa Cruz, he learned 
that the thunder of his guns was the 
first knowledge the people of that 
province had of the fact that the in- 
surrectos were not in possession of 
Manila, and all through the^ campaign 
to the north the approach of our army 
was the first notice the people had that 
we were not cooped up behind breast- 
works by the boastful Filipinos. 


General Lawton abandoned Santa 


Cruz, bringing with him a few cap- 
tured launches, and the insurrectos are 
again in as full possession of that re- 
gion as before. The distinctive gain of 
his lake campaign is the capture of the 
rebel boats, the complete domination 
of the labe by.our gunboats and the 
education of the people of that section 
as to the actual condition of affairs. 
Santa Cruz is the chief lake town on 
the route to the southwest coast of 
Batangas, an important port In the 
hands of the rebels and generally be- 
lieved to have been used, freely for the 
'importation of arms, etc. 
Why Ba- 


tangas has not been occupied from the 
sea is one of the mysteries of the cam- 
paign, as unsolvable as the neglect to 
'occupy Dagupan, the northern tor- 
minus of the railroad and chief outlet 
to the sea of the northern region in 
rebellion. 
Of course our retirement 


from Santa Cruz and San Miguel and 
San Isidro Is heralded to the natives 
as a great victory for the Insurgents. 


Following upon our heels as we re- 


turned came the Insurrectos, and they 
even attacked the rear and flank of the 
Third regulars this side of San Miguel 
>and kept up the flght with them clear 
to Balinag. Under our present policy 
of making war with the rifle in one 
hand and the olive branch In the other, 
the potency of the country to support 
tho revolutionary army has not been 
reduced, anB, save for the educational 
effect spoken of, which was certainly 
considerably lessened by our apparent- 
ly being forced to abandon the country, 
there seems to bave been little sob 
sta'ritial gain"from Lawton's "campaign 
of a month, during which time the rest 
of the army rested and did nothing 
after the advance of MacArthur from 
Malolos to Calumpit and Sao Fer- 
nando. 


Not yot has Manila been relieved ot 


the dread alarms of war.' The rebels 
are so close on the south line that fir- 
ing can be heard frequently, and the 
entire native population of the city 
thus has positive proof that the Insur- 
rection is still active. The. rebels have

fort has been made to take It, though 
at tinea a few shells bave been thrown 
into it by the fleet. This Is In Oavite 
province, in which Agulnaldo was 
born, an<J where nearly all the insur- 
rections have had their inception. The 
rebel* are very bold and frequently 
assail our outposts, and yesterday they 
captured two officers of the hospital 
ship Belief,-who were out sailing and 
had the wind fail them while near tho 
shore. To capturS the place by assault 
would probably cost as many lives as 
were lost In the.abortlve effort to pen 
up the Insurgent army in Malabon. 
Tho fleet could render It untenable, 
but it would require -10,000 troops to 
draw suoh a cordon around the town 
as would prevent escape when the 
fleet bad driven the enemy out 


While the rebels there do not consti- 


tute a real danger to Manila, since a 
strong line Intervenes, still their pres- 
ence so close to the city Is a constant 
reminder to the natives as well as the 
foreign Inhabitants that the insurrec- 
tion hag not yet been quelled. So also 
Is the continuation of the order requir- 
ing all persons to be off the street at 
night. The time has been extended 
from 1 o'clock to 8:30, at which time 
the street patrols arrest all persons on 
the streets except soldiers with passes 
and officers. This is also a restraint 
upon trade and the freedom of move- 
ment by citizens that is harmful to 
business and Irksome to individuals. 
Sentinels are vigilant in this matter, 
and last night they arrested some of 
the leading Filipinos on their way to a 
reception given by the United States 
commission. This was a little awk- 
ward, and orders were hastily tele- 
phoned over the city to pass all per- 
sons to and from the reception. 


Experience in this war has demon- 


strated that raw volunteers are not re- 
liable troops, but that with a year's 
training they make the best fighting 
troops on earth. This lesson should be 
well learned by the American people. 
Yet the government seems not to have 
absorbed It, or why the policy of 
holding the old volunteers to the last 
minute on technical right and failing 
to organize the new volunteers pro- 
vided for by law? Should there be 
trouble here and in t Cuba when the 
next campaign 
'season 
opens six 


months hence, the., new volunteers 
could not be organized in time to be of 
any value for actual service. Prudent 
foresight would call for one of two 
things—either the organization of the 
army for effective work, or an aban- 
donment of the programme that prom- 
ises to render the full army necessary. 
Regulars enough to- supply the places 
of all the volunteers now here will be 
required for another year at least, if 
complete possession of all the islands 
is to be taken and the inhabitant made 
to realize that the United States ex- 
ercises supreme power. 
t Tbe task of selecting the points to be 
garrisoned during the rainy season is 
not an easy one. Two considerations 
are necessary—that they be central and 
commanding, and that they be easily 
supplied from Manila? One of these 
will no doubt be San Fernando, though 
that will require the guarding of the 
line of railway. Troops thus left as 
garrisons should have barracks, but as 
yet the troops along the railroad still 
live In tents. Candaba, on the Pam- 
panga, can be reached by boat from 
Manila, and will probably be occupied. 
On a pinch the railroad from Manila to 
Calumpit might be abandoned and sup- 
plies for San Fernando be sent by 
water to Calumpit and thence the few 
miles to San Fernando by rail. If Ba- 
linag is held, the garrison will have 
to be small, as hauling supplies 12 
miles by wagon road will be a difficult 
matter. Near the city the line of the 
waterworks must be protected, and 
troops here should have other habita- 
tions than tents. If troops are left in 
the field in tents during the rainy 
season, I predict a greater amount of 
sickness than the army has yet had. 


A garrison must be left at Paslg, 


and the Pasig river must be kept open 
by the gunboats, which must also com- 
mand the Laguna. On the south the 
insurgents should be driven away 
from the entire route by land from 
Manila to Cavlte and the chief places, 
Paranaque 
and Bacur, 
garrisoned. 


This move has yet to be made, but It 
may be Included In the movement 
about to take place. There has been a 
great deal of criticism on the part of 
foreign residents and business men, 
particularly the English, because the 
railroad has not been opened to traffic. 
Certainly this seems well founded. 
Beyond San Fernando, clear to Dagu- 
pan, the road. Including the greater 
part of the entire rolling stock, Is still 
In the possession of the enemy, whose 
chief position is now at Tarlac. This 
outlet to the sea, as well as the one by 
Santa Cruz and Batangas, also the bay 
of Taal, should be closed to the enemy 
completely and their use for the im- 
portation of munitions of war cut off.

FAMOUS LANDMARK 


Tearing Down of Part of 
Richmond House Removes 


Oldest Building in City 


ITS EVENTFUL HISTORY 


A Hotel of Many Names, Best Known 


as the Berkshire House. Which has 


Taken Prominent Part in His- 


tory of North Adams 


In the tearing down of the old part 


of the Richmond house to make way 
for the handsome new structure which 
is within a year to grace the corner of 
Main and State streets, North Adams 
is losing, unnoted by many especially 
of the younger generation, one of the 
time honored landmarks of the city, 
and the oldest building of any conse- 
quence that has been in use up to the 
present day. The city is glad to see 
the old building removed, in view of 
what is to come in its place, but at 
this time, when within a couple of 
weeks at the most there will be noth- 
ing left of the old "Berkshire house" 
which was for so many years the pride 
of North Adams as a hostelry, it will 
be interesting to recall some of its 
eventful history. 


The Richmond house, or 
the old 


"Berkshire house" as it was called in 
former years, was not the first hostelry 
in North Adams, but it is the only one 
of the three oldest, all famous in their 
day, 
to come down to present times in 


actual use. It was buitt in 1815, and is 
therefore in its Soth year at the time of 
its departure from the scenes of earth. 
It was the second tavern to be built in 
the place, and for a number of years 
enjoyed the distinction of being the 
only hotel here, after both its rivals 
had passed away. 


Within its walls have stayed some of 


the most'famous men of their times, 
and it was -famous as the stopping 
place of Governor Andrew, the 
war 


governor of Massachusetts. 
Its ta_p 


room has echoed with the clink of the 
making of all the drinks from the time 
of 
the 
good 
old 
fashioned 
flip 


and 
toddy, 
to 
the 
modern 


cocktail, 
and 
it 
played 
the 


leading part for Northern Berkshire in 
the exciting times of the great temper- 
ance revival that swept over the land 
In the early 40's. 


Tlio First Tavern In North A<Ta;iis 
It is impossible to tell its history 


without speaking- more or less of the 
two other old hotels, the "old black 
tavern," and the North Adams house. 
Tl'e Berkshire house n,ever at one time 
1 ac! more than one rival until mon-" 
modern days, the North Adams house 
be ng the successor of the "b'ack 
tavern," and opened only when the lat- 
ter was closed. 


The first'hotel at which the passers 


through North Adams might refresh 
"man and beast," and the residents of 
the town might refresh both hunger 
and thirst, was what was called even 
in its own days of prosperity "the old 
black tavern." This stood on what is 
now the site of the Martin block, at the 
corner of Main and State streets. It 
w»s erected some time before 1780, the 
date is not on record, and during the 
years following the revolution, when 
the tide of emigration was setting 
rapidly westward, did a 
flourishing 


business. It was a haven of rest for 
i!ie weary traveler after crossing- the 
r-ovintain from Boston and the eastern 
con > ics. and even drew travelers out 
of thf.r course with the fame of its 
wondeifu! table and genial hospitality. 


Bnilc(3:]£ oftiic Berkshire 


Until 1815 is was the only tavern of 


thp Place, when the growth of business 
induced the building of a rival within 
a short distance of it. This was the' 
house that v.as afterwards to become 
the "nerkjhire.' rrd finallv the Rich- 
mond. It was built as a stage tavern, 
and faced Main* street, there being then 
no State street. It bore little resem- 
blance then to the building which is 
now being torn down, all the exterior 
having been entirel5r remodeled in1 
later years. 


It -nas built by Col. William Water- 


man, 
who conducted it for six years, 


incidentally having located there the 
postoffice, to which mails were brought 
by stage from over the mountain. The 
attraction of the postoffice soon drew 
local trade to the new house, and with- 
in a short time it had established a 
reputation that needed no outside in- 
ducements to local and traveling busi- 
ness. 


In 1S21 the house was sold to George 


Whitman, who added 25 feet on the 
west end, three stories high, then the 
highest building here, the first part 
having been only two stories high. 
After a few years he in turncsold to 
Rufus Wescott, and after brief,leases 
to Henry .Tenks and Nathaniel G. 
Waterman, the housp was again sold, 
this time to James Wilbur, father of 
Jeremiah Wilbur, who came down from 
the farm at the notch to enter the hotel 
business. 


The IScIgn of the WlilnirH 


The reign of the Wilburs, father and 


sons, -nas the most eventful in the his- 
tory of the house, as during this time 
it' took on the shape that it has borne 
to the present day. Mr. Wilbur added 
eight feet more to the west end, added 
another story to the older part, mak- 
ing it a uniform building of 
three 


stories, put on a new roof, and built 
the broad piazzas and the famous pil- 
lars which have made it 
distinctive 


even when it began to be surrounded 
by newer and more modern buildings. 


As was common with the hotels of 


the time, the top floor 
contained a 


large hall, which in the Bershiro house 
was the freemasons' hall, and which 
was the scene of many a gay frolic of 
dance or other merry-making. 
And 


many a speaker of renown aired his 
rhetoric in the hall, which was used

were three shifts of horses, Mr. Wilbur 
furnishing the teams from here to 
Pownal and the arrival and departure 
of the great coach was an event of 
importance at the hotel. Later a rival 
route was started,

killed. - 


With the Exception of a.»poup.le of 


years when the hotel wns leased to a 
man from Worcester named Benjamin 
Howard, Mr. Wilbur retained control 
of tho hotel till his death, which oc- 
curred in 1841. The hdtcl property wns 
then willed to his sons, George and 
Jeremiah Wilbur. It was during tho 
proprietorship of the two brothers that 


one of the most interesting episodes in 
the history of the house took place.

house, as it was then called could be- 
Induced to become a temperance hotel, 
a great victory would be won, the in- 
fluence of which would be felt through- 
out the entire region. Active work uns 
at once begun 
with

Wilbur 


brothers; and all through the fall of 
1343 they were besieged by the tem- 
perance workers. Jeremiah had seen 
enough of the effects of the use of 
liquor in the town to be in sympathy 
with the movement, and he finally in- 
duced his brother to agree to the I-P- 
form. The temperance workers agreed 
to pay for the liquor that should be 
tutned out, and also to honor the oc- 
casion with a celebration the like of 
which had never been seen in North 
Adams to thai day. 


February 22, 1843, Washington's birth- 


day', was set for the great event, and 
the most elaborate preparations were 
made. Notables \\ ere present from all 
over the county, and a feast was made 
ready that kept the cooks of the hotel 
and all the outside "talent" that could 
be secured busy for days in advance. 
Finally all was in readiness, and the 
crowds gathered. There were 
fully 


500 to be fed, a vast assemblage for the 
town in those days. In the morning 
there were services in the Congrega- 
tional chape), with an address by Henty 
B. Dwight, then one of the best known 
lawyers of the county. 


At 2 o'clock in the afternoon the 


crowd repaired to the hotel, where the 
transformation took place. The liquor 
was turned over to the reformers, who 
emptied it into the street. Then all 
sat down to the feast. Every resource 
of the hotel was strained to the utmost. 
Tables running the entire length of 
the building were sat on the third floor, 
in the dining room on the second floor, 
and one table had to be placed in the 
office on the first floor, so that all 
might he served at the same time. 
Thirty turkeys, and other fowl in pro- 
portion, "with fixins'," met their fate 
before the hungry crowd. And in the 
evening there was a rousing celebra- 
tion and the burning of "King Al- 
cohol" in the main highway. 


From that time on for many a yea1* 


'he social "toddy stick" and the siz- 
-lir.g "flip iron" and the huge punch 
bowl were laid away, and temperance 
drinks alone regaled the guests of the 
hotel. This demonstration was a sad 
blow to the "old black tavern" across 
the way, and Landlord Alpheus Smith 
was forced in self-defense to hang out 
his sign of "temperance hotel," to re- 
tain the sympathies of the people, 


ChrUleued tlie Berksltire House 


TJp to this time the hotel had en- 


joj-ed many names, 'changing always 
with 
the 
proprietor, 
and 
always 


named after him. It was therefore 
known at this time as the Wilbur 
house. Jeremiah Wilbur, however, de- 
cided to change this, and the name 
Berkshire house was chosen. A sign 
was therefore displayed one morning) 
announcing the re-christening of the 
hotel, to the surprise of the town. The 
name remained, however, until it was 
again changed to t]i,e Richmond house, 
and to-this day, in,i;he minds of many 
it is the old Berkshire that is being 
torn down. 


Ways ofMnuy Changes 


In 1S44 the hotel again changed hands, 


passing into the possession of John 
Holden and Jenks .KImbell. From this 
time on there -nere frequent changes 
for a number of years, and the fortunes 
of the hotel fluctuated much. Some of 
the proprietors kept it up to a high 
standard, and one or two let it fall into 
disrepute, although it alway retained to 
a marked degree a strong hold in the 
hearts of the people. 


Gcodenow & Darling of Whitingham 


conducted it for a, year, and for two 
years Henry L. Brown, later 
ticket 


agent for the Troy & Boston road, was 
landlord, while one poor man from over 
the mountain tried it for a, month, and 
was so homesick that he went back to 
his native place. In 1848 Ocn. E. Bail- 
ey, later of the Grcyloc-k in Adams, 
took the house, and in IS.'l it went to 
Phineas Cone. 


Meanwhile the other hotel had seen 


changes. 
In 1S°,G, the "black tavern" 


having become out of date and out- 
grown, was disposed of. It is now 
standing, by the way, and is in, use as 
a barn on State street. Landlord Smith, 
transforming the old residence of Cap- 
tain Jeremiah Colegrove, opened the 
North Adams houFf, on the site now 
occupied by the Wilson hous?. This 
he ran for 10 years, making it a formi- 
dable rival of the Berkshire house. This 
hotel then changed hands several times, 
being conducted a short time by Wil- 
liam R. Snow, who went from here to 
become steward of the White House 
under President Pierce., 


In 1852 this house was taken by Phin- 


eas Cono of the Berkshire house, and 
for three years the latter was closed. 
R. 1). Hicks then took the North Ad- 
ams house, and in 1S5G closed its doors, 
going back to the Berkshire house, 
which was then until the building of the 
Wilson house in 1S65 the only hotel of 
North Adams. Landlord Hicks was a 
typical landlord, six feet tall and with 
a cheery weight of 240 odd pounds, and 
his fame as a. host went far abroad in 
the land. 


A. E. Richmond bought the house 


from him in 18fi3, and with the excep- 
tion of two years, when he transferred 
it to D. R. Simons of Greenfield and 
went to Greenfield himself to. run the 
Mansion, house, the hotel has been tho 
Richmond house, which name it was 
forma.lly given when the new part of 
the house, which is still to stand, waa 
built in 1869. 


Recent History 


The rest of the history of the hotel is 


within the memory of many in the city 
today. 
In 1887 Mr. Richmond, after 


years of personal supervision of the 
hotel, leased it to L. L. Scott, and when 
he left it, to John Darrow in 1893. On 
the death of the latter r.oon after, Mrs. 
Darrow assumed control, which .with 
William Jerdon rs manager, she held 
until last spring, when Frank P. Wood 
became proprietor. 
Mn Richmond's 


death in 1885 caused the hole! to pass 
into the hands of the Richmond es- 
tate, with C.' Q. Richmond and W. W. 
Richmond as executors. It is under 
their direction thnt tho now hotel on 
.the corner, tho micccpsor of tbe old 
Berkshire houae,..ifi to be built. 


DIRECTORS MEET OPPOSITION 


B, & A. Directors Send Out Statement, 


A. C. Houghton a Signer 


A meeting of the Boston, f>nd Albany 


directors was held in Boston Thursday 
afternoon for the purpose of facing the 
opposition which has arisen among1 the 
stockholders •« ho do not favor the rati- 
fication of the lease- of the road, which 
the board recently made to the New 
Ycrk Central. A. C. Houghton of this 
city and Kenas Crane of Daltoii were 
among there present. In reply to the 
oppoMtion, the directors'issuc-d a state- 
ment of the reasons they had for enter- 
ing into the lease and of the benefits 
they think will accrue from. it. They 
also asked for proxies from stockhold- 
ers in support of their plan. 


The statement reviews the- terms of 


the lease and points out that as a result 
of the rental and of the reservation of 
$4,000,000 of property, the stockholders 
will receive S% per cent per annum, or, 
if the property is sold, S per cent per 
annum and a cash payment of $1C per 
share. 


The directors then, emphatically ad- 


vance the claim that the terms of the 
lea=e, owing to the provision that the 
lessee shall pay taxes, actually will net 
more to the stockholders than, would 
an exchange for 3% per cent bonds at 
$800 per share, or for a cash sale of the 
stock at the same amount. 


The directors yesterday mailed to the 


stockholders a statement relative to 
the !)D9 years' lease of the New York 
Central road. 
Stockholders, if 
they 


agree with the termsi secured by the 
directors, are asking to sign an indorsed 
proxy.
